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Notice of Non-Responsive and Non-Compliant Amendment 

The reply filed on 7/12/2007 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of 
the following omission(s) or matter(s): Presentation of new claims constitutes a claim 
amendment. As such, in order to be fully responsive, the reply must indicate how the new claims 
avoid or overcome the prior art rejection. In this case, new claims 74, 75 and 76 were added, 
however, the reply does not appear to indicate how they overcome or avoid the prior art 
rejection. See 37 CFR 1 . 1 1 1(b). 

Further, the amendment to the claims filed on 7/12/2007 does not comply with the 

requirements of 37 CFR 1.121(c) because claim 24 uses single brackets to represent deletion of 

"or the second coating layer". Amendments to the claims filed on or after July 30, 2003 must 

comply with 37 CFR 1.121(c)(2) which states: 

(2) When claim text with markings is required. All claims being currently amended in an 
amendment paper shall be presented in the claim listing, indicate a status of "currently amended," and be 
submitted with markings to indicate the changes that have been made relative to the immediate prior 
version of the claims. The text of any added subject matter must be shown by underlining the added text. 
The text of any deleted matter must be shown by strike-through except that double brackets placed before 
and after the deleted characters may be used to show deletion of five or fewer consecutive characters. The 
text of any deleted subject matter must be shown by being placed within double brackets if strike -through 
cannot be easily perceived. Only claims having the status of "currently amended," or "withdrawn" if also 
being amended, shall include markings. If a withdrawn claim is currently amended, its status in the claim 
listing may be identified as "withdrawn — currently amended." 

Strike-through or double brackets can be used to show deletions subject to the above 
requirements. There is no provision for the use single brackets. 

The Examiner notes that any supplemental response should be made in view of the U.S. 
Supreme Court's opinion in KSR International Co. v. Telejlex Inc., 82 USPQ2d 1385, 1396, 
1397 (U.S. 2007). 

Since the reply filed on 7/12/2007 appears to be bona fide, applicant is given a TIME 
PERIOD of ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, 
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whichever is longer, within which to submit an amendment in compliance with 37 CFR 1.111 
and 1.121 in order to avoid abandonment.
